Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



Claims 68-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 68, line 5 "said openings comprises a 
periphery defined entirely by said nozzle plate" is vague and indefinite.
